To  THB  Teacher.  — As  this  book  is  intended  for  the  pupil's  use,  elaborate  disquisitions  on  the  theory  of  music  for  the  benefil 
of  the  teacher  are  omitted.  Mere  definitions,  the  memorizing  of  which  is  frequently  mistaken  for  music  study,  are  also  omitted. 
The  pupU  needs  only  the  practical  exercises.  The  teacher  will  explain  the  theory  involved  in  each  exerci.se  as  he  understands  it. 
For  a  complete  course  of  theoretical  statements,  explanations,  etc.,  the  teacher  is  refered  to  The  Choral  Standard,  published  by 
The  Fillmore  Bros,  Co. 

The  things  to  be  taught— explained  and  illustrated  with  blackboard  examples — before  beginning  the  practice  of  tht-  exercises 
in  this  book,  are:  The  Scde,  the  names  of  its  tones,  syllables,  numerals,  and  pos.sibly  the  letters.  The  Staff,  the  names  of  its  de- 
gi-ees — first  line,  first  space,  etc.  Notes,  as  used  on  the  staff  in  indicating  the  succession  of  tones.  For  a  method  of  giving  this  first 
lesson  and  the  various  other  lessons  of  the  course,  the  teacher  is  referred  to  '■'■Illustrative  I^^sons  for  the  Singing  Class  Teacher,"  by 
B.  C.  Unseld,  published  by  The  Fillmore  Bros.  Co.,  Cincinnati,  O.,  and  40  Bible  House,  New  York.
